Station. This also includes 3" rail heater installation along with associated cases, foundations, conduit and cabling.

Constitution Way, Medford, Massachusetts. Any request for interpretation of the Plans and Specifications 
should be submitted in writing at the same time. All questions during the bid phase should be directed to the 
MBTA Project Manager in writing or emailed to the contact information above.
